Gary Garrison. a wide receiver. led. San. Diego in 1971 
with 42 catches’ which were good for 889 yards and six

‘San Diego has another outstanding wide receiver: in 
Jerry Levias, the first black athlete. ever to play football at 
SMU. Levias broke into the NFL with Houston. He fed the 
Oilers in pass receiving in 1969-70. During his college days 
with the Mustangs, Jerry piled .up a record of 2275 yards for 
155-atehes -and-scored 22-touchdowns: He specialized in 
returning the ball on kickoffs and punt returns. Last year he 
picked. up 559 yards on kickoff returns for 24 attempts for an 
average of 23.3, 

The Chargers have one cf the best quarterbacks in the 
league in John Hadi. Last year he completed 233 passes in 
431 attempts for 3075 yards gained and 21 touchdowns. He 
listed No. 9 among all-time NFL passers in yards gained with 
a total _of-24,489. Joe ‘Namath said. “He’s the best passer in 
the league.” : 

The offense of the Chargers has been on the line and the 
kicking department. Ernie Wright, ex-Ohio State tackle, retur- 
ned to the Chargers after playing four years with the Cincin- 
nati Bengals. Wright was first drafted by the Chargers in 
1960. Until the latter, half of 1971 season, Ernie had missed 
only one game in 1T years. 

One of the rookies drafted by the Chargers was Bill 
McClard of Arkansas. McClard will best be remembered for 
the 60 yard field goal he kicked against SMU over a national 
TV hook-up in 1970.

The day we watched the Chargers scrimmage they had a 
squad of some 65 players. At I@ast 40 per cent of the players 
were black. The statistics issued after the one and half hour 
workout indicated that Had! had completed one pass in six 
attempts for 19 yards: Marty Domres—of—Columbia was 
credited with five completions for 13 attempts and Wayne 
Clark of “USIU zero for four-attempts: Levias was the only 
receiver to catch over one pass when he pulled down three 
of them. Mike Garret led all rushers with 48. yards in 12 
carries:—-Not alt of the veterans participated in this scrim- 
mage. 

Our host Bob Moorman informed us that the Chargers 
practiced at 10 in the morning and 3 in the afternoon. On 
Saturday. the day we visited the camp. there was only one 
practice session at 2 p.m. After the practice all players were 
required to report for dinner at 5:30 p.m. After dinner they 
were free for the day. 


__We_noticed _that_the-schedule—tor-Sunday—catied—tor— 


breakfast at 9 a.m.. lunch at 12:noon and dinner at 6 p.m. 
Breakfast and lunch were not mandatory. but would be 
available for those who wanted them. However, dinner for 
that Sunday evening at 6 p.m. was mandatory. There was no 
practice on Sunday. We were told that breakfast during the 
week is usually from 7:30 to 8 each morning. 

We noticed that .after the dinner hour on Saturday 
evening several of the veterans jumped in their cars and 
disappeared behind the hills. Before they left we talked with 
Ernie Wright. Willie Wood, Bill McClard, John Hadi, Oscar 
Dragon and a few other players. 

If the Chargers don't win the title. it will not be because 
they are underfed. There was plenty of food and no one to 
tell you how much to eat.

In our conversation with Tom Denman, equipment man- 
ager of the Chargers. we learned that it cost approximately 
$200 to properly outfit 4 player for a game.

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WASHINGTON -- (NBNS ) —— New black voters could be 
the deciding factor in the. 1972 presidential election if 
Nominee*George McGovern carries through his promise to 
devote 40 to 50 percent of all Democratic Party registration... 
funds to a massive ballot effort in the black community. 

The U.S. Census Bureau reports that almost 14 million 
black Americans will be eligible to register and vote in. the 
Nov. 7 presidential election - one tenth of the 140 million 
people 16-and~over who willbe etigibie="throughout™ 
the country. ‘ 

However, less than 70 percent of white Americans and less 
than 60 percent of black Americans actually participated in 
the jast presidential election, according to.a current cénsus 
report. 

The Census Bureau found that 66 percent of the eligible 
black population was registered to vote in the 1968 election. 
As is the case with the total population, black voter 
registration was up -- from 60 percent -- in the 1966 non- 
presidential year and declined again -- to 61 percest -- in the 
non-presidential elections two years ago. . Fs 

White registration shows similar presidential-year peaks, 
but a higher levels: 72 percent in 1966, 75 percent in 1968, 
and 69 percent in 1970. ‘ 

Voter participation — whether by blacks or whites -- has 
never been as great as the numbers eligible and registered 
to vote. 2 

Only: 58 percent of the eligible black population reported 
in the Census Bureau survey that they actually had voted in 
1968. ‘In the non-presidential election years less than half 
voted -- 42 percent in 1966 and 44 percent in 1970. »° 

Black leaders have learned there is a considerable dif- 
ference between success in a voter registration campaign 
and: actual black voting on election day. But the same thing 
is true of white registration and votings. : 

‘Although 75 percent of the eligible white population was 
registered in 1968, only 69 percent went to the polls. In 1966, 
when 72 percent were registered, the showing was even 
poorer -- 57 percent actually voting. As even smaller fraction 
-- 56 percent -- voted in 1970, but the registration in that year 
was only 69 percent. agent = ar 

The Census Bureau figures show relative stability in’ black 
voting over the last four elections. In the 1964 presidential 
race, 59 percent of the eligible black-population ‘voted, a

The film explains what sickle cell anemia is, how people 
can find out if they have it, and how it is transmitted from 
generation to generation. 

Disease Anown 
60 Years 

In- the course of his research into the disease, which was 
identified 60 years ago, Lee found that many blacks, in- 
cluding those who are highly educated, also ask “What's 
that?" when sickle cell anemia is mentioned. 

One in every 400 blacks has the disease that causes years 
of pain, periods of disability and eventually death. One in 
every 10 blacks is a carrier who can pass on the disease to 
his children. 

Yet, everyone kept asking, “What's that?” 

It almost seemed to Lee as if there were a conspiracy of 
silence, and he himself experienced some of the anti-action 
pressure that others,.including doctors, have felt when they 
became involved in. publicizing the existence of sickle cell 
anemia. ; 

Much of the anti-action pressure comes from well-meaning 


all that-anxiéty, Lee says. ° 
« There is Need 
to Know 

But. as he emphasizes in his film, there are many impor- 
tant reasons why accurate information on the disease should 
be disseminated. 

Lee, 30, who is black, believes that persons who have the 
disease or who are carriers should know it so they can make 
intelligent decisions about having children. 

Second, persons affected should know for their own 
protection. Strenuous activity at high altitudes or flight in an 
unpressurized aircraft may cause a severe pain crisis and 
possibly death. Certain methods of anesthesia should be 
avoided because sickle cell anemia involves a deficiency of 
oxygen in the blood and further reduction can produce 
lethal results. In- addition, symptoms of sickle cell anemia 
resemble those of other diseases, and, in an emergency, af- 
fected persons could be treated incorrectly if they are unable 
to alert doctors to their condition. 

And finally, Lee believes that public awareness of the 


__severity.and widespread nature of the disease may add im- _ 


petus to the presently limited research to find a cure.» 
Film Gets 
Medical Praise 

Lee's film has-been reviewed and praised by the New York 
State Department of Health and local health authorities. Lee 
credits Dr. David Satcher. a young black doctor at 
Rochester’s Strong Memorial Hospital, with providing much 
of the medical expertise he needed to produce a totally-ac- 
curate film. Dr. Satcher has a Ph.D. degree in genetics as 
well as an M.D.. and has made sickle cell anemia his medical 
specialty. . 

The film, entitled simply “Sickle Cell Anemia,” was written 
and produced by Lee. He also composed the theme music, a 
song called “The Pain !s Here Today.” - = 

A tall. bearded man whose inner intensity is partly con- 
cealed by an easy-going, jolly manner, Lee spent eight mon- 
ths of hisJeisure time and about $2.500 of his own money 
making the movie. He received substantial professional 
assistance from co-workers at Kodak, and the company 
provided him with some film and processing. Some of the 
ééhes were shot in Kodak's motion-picture studio, which 
was made available to Lee on occasional evenings and 
weekends. The -film is narrated by Leroy Johns, a fellow 


Kodak employee. Limited Funds 


for Distribution 

Lee hopes that his film will be shown on television, at 
schools and colleges, and in community centers in the 
nation's urban areas where it will get wide exposure among 
black Americans. In order for the film to be distributed 
widely, Lee will need funds that are presently not available. 
However, inguiries about bookings may be addressed to him 
at P.O. Box 1367, Rochester, N.Y. 14603. 

The sickle cell anemia film was a family project for the 
Lees. Walter and his wife, Everline, have three children, all of 
whom appeared in the movie, The Lee's son, Mitchell, 3, was 
featured. Mrs. Lee did all the clerical work associated with 
tHe film. Lee also’ received assistance from members of 
Black.Communications, a group of black writers, artists.and «© 
filmmakers in Rochester which Lee organized two years

‘ Even though many problems are fundamentally economic, 
Lee believes people need help in making the most_of what 
they have.

Cong. Hawkins Warns 
Of New Busing Bills

WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) 
Congress will enact strong - 
anti-busing legislation within 
the next few months and 


—“nobody- wilt beable to do_ 


anything about it,’ says the 
senior black Congressman 
on the House Education and 
Labor Committee 

U.S Rep. Augustus 
Hawkins, D-Calif., told fellow 
lawmakers they were 
“making a big mistake” 4 
month ago when they ap- 
proved mild anti-busing 
legislation as part of the 
Higher Education Act 

Liberals had sought to “dif- 


~ fuse" the busing question by 


approving the amendment. 
“But now they see what the 

net result is -- we're just 

going to get more and more 


of this anti-busing 
legislation,’ Hawkins said, 
And he. believes” the 


Congress will soon enact 
stringent anti-busing laws, 
stopping, just short, of 
perhaps including, a con- 
stitutional amendment forbid- 
ding it altogether. 

““1 believe that any amend- 
ment to strengthen the anti- 
busing provisions is expec- 
ted from Southerners and 
some Northerners, and | think 
we can also look for the 
Congress to approve it as 
well. 

__ "Some of these guys are 
_just trying, to..qut-do. each 
other on this very emotional 
question. The more the 
liberals give in, the more it's 
going to cost us,” he said. 

Charging the supporters of 
the bill, which passed the 
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subcommittee of the House 
Education and Labor Com- 
mittee, were making a ‘grave 
mistake,"’ Hawkins said he 
believed most of them were 
“doing it because they want 
to get re-elected this. year -- 
and this appears to be the 
way: to do it.” 

“We are simply not ad- 
dressing ourselves to the real 
problem of education. We are 
claiming that we are doing 
something to equalize our 
educational system, yet. we 
are doing nothing to see that 
this is actually done.” 

As an example, Hawkins 
cited the approval by the 
committee of the proposal by 
Minnesota Republican Albert 
Quie, which would prohibit 
courts’ from ordering busing 
of children in the sixth grade 
or below to other than their 
neighborhood school or the 
closest school. 


The measure also applies~ 


the same standard to older 
children, but gives courts 


} some discretion in ordering 


more extensive busing as a 
remedy for denial of equal 
education opportunity. 


But unlike the President's | 


proposal, the Quie proposal, 
which will be considered 
Tuesday by the full commit- 
tee, provides no money to 
help equalize schools in 
disadvantaged neighbor- 
hoods. 

Because of this inequity in 
the nation’s educational 
“system, Hawkins contends 
“several generations of black 
and minorlty children won't 
have a chance at an equal 
educational system. There is 
no question about that at all. 


workers to $2 an hour this 
fall and $2.20 an hour next 
year. 

By a vote of 44 to 46, in- 
cluding the vote of Demo-

Millions of workers, never- 
theless would be brought un- 
der minimum wage protec- 
tion for the first_time, in- 
cluding domestic.workers in 
private-homes and employees 
of federat, state and local 
governments. 

For the newly covered 
workers, the mintmum would 
be $1.80 a hour. within 60 
days, $2 a year later, and 
$2.20 two years from now. 
The floor -for farm workers 
would rise from the: current 
$1.30 an hour to $1.60 within 
60 days, $1.80 within one 
year, $2 within two years, and 
$2.20 with three years. 

The House of Representa- 
tives earlier passed the Nixon 
Administration proposat of 
$1.80 an hour now and $2 
next-year, rather than the 
higher minimums recommen- 
ded by its Education and 
Labor Committee. The two 
versions now go to a House- 
Senate conference to.resolve 
the differences.

Regardless of what happens in 
Vietnam between now and Novem- 
ber, and despite whatever relief is 
provided the American housewife

Accidental Drowning...? 


The tragic drowning of a 17 year 
old Columbus girl in Hoover Dam 
Reservoir,.and reports of the cir- 
cumstances leading to her untimely. 
death, leaves much to be desired. 


Barbara Ann Thomas. according 
to Police investigators, voluntarily 
atcompanied five white men to 
Hoover Dam after drinking beer 
with them in Columbus. At the 
reservoir, she reportedly stripped 
off her clothing and waded into the 
treacherous water and drowned. 


Although the five men witnessed 
the tragedy, it was not reported to 
police until eight hours tater. The 

“five men were arrested and 
charged with failing to make 
notification of a death. They were 
released on $100 bond, pending a 
hearinq’sometime later. 


A spokesman for the Columbus 
Police Dept. feported that they 
discovered “absolutely no evidence 
of foul play” in their investigation. 
Their conclusion, he said, was 
based on photographs of the body 
and the preliminary report-of the 
Delaware County Coroner. 


Bruises found about.the victim's 
face and body were attributed to 
grappling hooks or from the body 
being. slammed against stones by 


the swift Current of the water, the 

spokesman suggested. However, 

“he emphasized ‘that their con- 

clusion was based on their investi- 

gation and the coroner's pre- 

liminary report and indicated that it

would stand until the coroner's of- 

ficial ruling is handed down, 

perhaps three or four weeks later. 
The police report, although 
based primarily-on theory, is not a 
point of severe criticism by The 
CALL & POST. But, like the entire 
black community, we cannot help 
but wonder what the situation 
would have been had Barbara A. 
Thomas been @ white girl_and the 
five men had been black. 


As we see it, it is almost incon- 
ceivable that the police would have 
dared to let five black men get 
away with misdemeanor charges 
pending the coroner's official fin- 
ding had the victim been white. 
Even if they had been so-inclined, 
we seriously doubt if they could 
have Withstood the pressure from 


the daily press to do so. es 


Columbus police, and under- 
Standably so, will emphatically 
deny this conclusion, but with their 
image being what it is among 
blacks, it is virtually. impossible to 
convince .the black community. to

The black person was Mrs, Marilyn 
Russell of 5707 Winneste Ave., who 
had applied for an_apartment for her- 
‘self and daughter in June. The apart- 
ment managér had said Mrs. Russell 
could not have the apartment because 
she was a divorcee. 

Representatives from HOME sent out 
a white divorcee with a daughter the 
same age and she was told she could 
rent the apartment. 

Several months ago, HOME entered a 
housing case in behalf of a black 
woman who believed she had been the 
victim of raciat discrimination: 

That case is still pending in court: 

Also recently the United States 
District Attorney here filed suit against 
a white couple for alleged racial dis- 
criminatory practices here in housing. 

It isn't very hard to believe that such 
‘practices still exist even though there

Sixteen percent of our young 
people are attending college today,.Six 
percent of us in the 25 to 34 years age 
group have graduated from a univer- 
sity. About 17 percent of all whites in 
this age group have completed college. 

We are not doing too well as 
voters. A smaller percentage of all 
eligible Negroes voted in 1970 than 
whites in all regions of the nation. 
However, 44 percent of our voting age 
population cast ballots in 1970. 

However, in elected. officials, we 
made big gains, Between 1960 and 
1970, we increased our Congressmen 
from four to 14.. Between 1962 and 
1920, our numbers serving in State 
legislatures increased from 52 to 198. 
Eighty-one mayors and 1,567 other 
elected officials were black. 

In_1970, about-293,000 blacks were 
serving in‘the Armed forces. We make 
up 10 percent of the total in the Armed 
forces. ;

Controversy Over Quotas 


One of the cherished myths so dear 
to the hearts of many Americans is that 
this is a society in which an individual 
can advance according to his merits. 
Perhaps this has been a far more 
mobile society than others in the world, 
but it is now clear that class and caste 
are strong brakes on individual merit 
and opportunity. Fe 

Most, people recognize that the rules 
of the game favor those from better- 

ucated and higher-income homes, 
while black Americans and other 
minorities and people from poor 
families have generally found the doors 
of opportunity closed to them. 

Racial-discrimination kept black * 
people out of jobs, homes and schools 
that became vehicles for social mobility 
and economic advancement for others. 
This is the great leak that prevents the 
myth of individual merit from holding 
water. The question is, what do we do 
about it? 

One’ of the ways in which oppor- 
tunities may be equalized is the 
establishment of guidelines for black 
and minority participation — on the job, 
in housing, and in education. But some 
federal efforts to do just that have 
resulted in a howl of protest from many 
people who change this is unfair pre- 
ferential treatment based on race. 
People should be helped and given op- 
portunities, critics say, but not through 
a quota system. : 

| can't agree. The problems this 
country now faces were created be- 
caused of discrimination leading to 
group disparities, and they can't be 

« Solved by advancing individuals on 
some kind of mystical merit basis. They 
can only be solved by ending the dis- 
parities among ‘the groups. that make 
Up our population. 

Guidelines for group Participation 
are a.mechanism of measurerfient that 
encourage progress toward the goal of 
equality. It is only through such.a 
mechanism. that opportunities. will_in- 
deed become more equai. 

Such, guidelines don't constitute a 
quota system. In fact, they're designed 
to counter the quota system: that kept 
blacks excluded from all areas of op- 
portunity for so long.

To use a common cliche, ‘'we 
should not put all of our eggs in one 
political basket!”’ 

In spite of the fact that. what hap- 
pened at the recent Democratic 
National Convention. and in spite of the 
fact that the Democratic party has un- 
dergone major reforms, and in spite of 
the fact that the party reflects equal 
participation of all minority groups, and 
appears to have dumped somevof the 
old political bossism,-and in spite of 
the fact.the party has weakened-the-in- 
fluence of the southern bigots. we are 
still going to see that this country is not’ 
going to refliect-in a larger sense the 
reforms that were on display at the 
Democratic National Convention. 

Our political strategy for today 
should be to move within the two party 
system and attempt to become pivotal 
influences upon. both parties. The black 
community cannot take an either-or 
position in regards to the presidential 
_ election. It must’ take a ‘“‘both-and” 
position. It should not matter, really, 
“who wins the election if wé have in- 
fluences within both of the major par- 
ties. We have very little influence within 
the Republican Party; and | think that it 
is time for the black community to 
begin to infiltrate the Republican Party 


—as well-as the Democratic Party.._____— 


The notion that we must be only on 
one side. leaves us wanting and in 
despair if the other side wins. | .think 
that with-only 12 percent of.the black 
vote going to Nixon in 1968, we are 
reaping precisely what we asked for. If, 
however. a much larger percentage of 
the black vote goes to Nixon. during 
this current election year, we are apt to 
have much more clout and influence 
with the Nixon ‘administration than we 
now have. Nixon can ignore us now, 
but we should make certain that if 
Nixon wins again that there will be no 
way in which, he,can: ignore the black 
vote. 

Many of our friends argue that we 
must show political solidarity in the 
black community only by supporting 
one particular party. We must dispel 
the argument that unity or solidarity 
means monolithic Uhiformity. What we 
must sae is that if the black. vote is 
divided in support of both presidential 
candidates or parties, it does not mean 
that there is disunity, but may very well 
mean that we are unified in a strategy 
which requires a diversified attack 
upon both political institutions. 

It also means that while we see 
many issues today diverting the country 
from some of the major issues around 
human rights. we need to participate 
and engage in most movements also. 
For example, many of us disparage the 
so-called ecology movement: However, 
ecology or issues concerning the én- 
vironment, certainly pertain to the 
‘black community.

dividual merit has been used as-a club 
to keep blacks and other minorities 
down, and-if-it can work, it will be in a 
society far more perfect and 
discrimination-free than this one. 


_! know that quotas are a-double-~ 


edged sword. They've been applied 
here and abroad to exclude many 
groups from schools and other institut- 


ions. A quota that is a floor today, sett- ~ 
ing a minimum standard of inclusion, 


can become tomorrow's ceiling, pre- 
venting more blacks from entering a 
Profession or a university. But,. given 
the existing situation, it is important-to 
maintain temporary guidelines now that 
can later be removed when the need 
for them vanishes. 


The recent Democratic Party Con- 
vention illustrates the creative use of 
Such guidelines, The Party realized that 
blacks, young people and women were. 
largely excluded from party affairs. So - 
the rules were-changed to provide for 
reasonable representation of these 
groups in state delegations. The guide- 
lines worked. The convention was 


open and Democratic and 
brought people into the 
System instead of excluding 


them. Although there are no rules 
demanding this in ,the Republican 
Party, some states, notably New York, 
are also making special efforts at fair 
representation of all groups in their 
delegations. 


The critics of group guidelines cling 
to the notion that America is still a 
melting pot in which «different ethnic 
groups “melt” and lose their group, 
identity. The melting pot myth died in 
the ferment of the 1960's and it is now. 
clear that an open society is one that 
recognizes group differences and 
provides the mechanisms that will 
assure all-groups their fair share of the 
rewards and the reponsibilities of the 
society: We need every tool we can use 
in making thi¢ a réality and the 
creative, temporary use of guidelines is 
potentially the most valuable tool we 
have. 


A child who unknowingly chews on 
a piece of old paint from the window 


sill. may-very_well_ become-poisoned-by— 


lead. Lead poisoning isa very frequent 
and often tragic experience among 
black families living in the ghettos and 


slums of American cities. We need to . 


redirect some of the emphases in the 
ecology movement, but we should not 
by any means ignore it. 

We should also become concerned 
about the broader issues such as. law 
and order. Of course, we see this issue 
as another diverting one on the part of 
those who would use the issue of law 
and order as a means of re-enforcing 
oppressive measures against the black 
community. But law and order is a 
‘legitimate concern of the. black com- 
munity, tod. While we may go down to 
‘city hall and make demands upon the 
-Mayor, our brothers-in our own--com- 
munity are ripping us off by stealing 
our televisions and ‘stereos and 
automobiles. We must become concer- 
ned about this issue. 

| suppose what is being said here. 
is that we need to. broaden our political 
base by beginning to influence both 
political parties and we also need to 
broaden the issues in order for us to 
survive and not be left in the captivity 
of one political party or one particular 
ideology.

Social Security 
and You 


Q. I'm 66 and getting monthly social 
security retirement checks,-and I'm 
_also working part time for a church 
‘nursery. Since the church has not 
decided to cover part time work by 
social security, can these earnings af- 
fect my monthly checks? 

A. Yes, if your total earnings for the 
year go over $1,680. Earnings from any 
work, whether or not covered by social 
security, have to be included in figuring 
the amount of your earnings that may 
affect benefits due you for a year. 
However, income from savings, invest- 
ments, pensions and insurance does 
not count. 

Q. I'll be 65 in October, and I'm plan- 
ning to retire then. | will retire 10/31/72. 
Will | be able to get a check in Novem- 
ber? | will earn $6,000 for the year. 

A. Although you are entitled to 
payment for November, because it is 
. your first non-work month, the check 
for November Will be delivered Decem- 
ber 3, 1972. You should apply for 
benefits right away even though you 
are still working, You can also apply for 
Medicare protection at the same time. 

Q. My husband is 67 and gets mon- 
thly social security benefits. I'm 58 and 
totally disabled. Can | get disability 
benefite—on my husband's work 
record? 

A. No. You are not eligible to receive 
a wife’s benefit until you're 62 unless 
you have a child in your care who is 
entitled to cash payments on your 
husbarid’s work record. But, if you've 
worked “long endugh afd recently 
enough, you may be eligible for 
disability be-~*#* cTi7iDMesown- k 
record if your disability will keep you 
from working for a year or more,

BREECH BIRTH: Birth of a baby with 
the buttocks or feet first. 

CESAREAN SECTION: Birth of a 
baby through a surgical incision made 
in the mother’s abdomen and uterus.

Clean Up Underway 
By Youth Crew 


Seven organizations in the 
City of Columbus have joined 
forces to sponsor a Summer 
Clean-up Program. : 

The program is being ad- 
ministered by the Model 
Cities Youth Services Bureau 
(YSB) and the Neighborhood 
Youth Corp (NYC). YSB is © 
providing funds for the 
supervisory personnel and -

salaries: of the youth workers. 

Defense Construction Sup-
